United States navy department 
officia’s disclosed the development of 
a “radio spy’ by which enemy war-

Yields per acre, of course, are 
partly dependent upon many condi- 
tions which vary with each district, 
including quality of soil, amount of 
evaporation, occurrence of frost and 


hail, amount of insect infestation 
and of disease infection. 
But the rainfall which occurs 


during the growing season, and 
during the previous fall months, 
has been found to be by far the 
most important factor govcrirg 
bushels harvested. 

How much rainfall is required to 
produce an averige wheat crop? 

Investigations that have been 
made by the late Sidney Barnes at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, 
Swift Current, Sask., and by the 
Research Department of the Searle 
Grain Company, seem to indicate 
that about 12 inches of rainfall is 
required to make an average crop. 
Of this, some eight inches is neces- 
sary during the growing season, 
from April 1st to July 3lst, and 
about 4 inches during the previous 
fall months of August, September 
and October. 

More rainfall than this brings 
about a higher yield, less rainfall 
brings smaller crops; less than 10 
inches produces a small crop, Jess 
than 8 inches a complete failure.

It is a good plan to use started 
annual flower plants secured from 
any seed store, greenhouse or florist 


, for planting among tulips and other 


Spring flowering bulbs which will be 
past their best in a few more weeks. 
These hide the dying foliage. Then 
again, quick-growing annuals will al- 
ways be useful for filling in any blind 
spots in the perennial beds where 
Winter has been unusually severe 

It is not too late in most parts of 
Canada to order and plant perennial 
flowers and even shrubs and vines. 
Often towards the end of the season 
prices are lower and while the selec- 
tion is not as wide as earlier, there 
should be a good choice. 

Uniess the ground was thoroughly 
cu tivated and then allowed to he 
idle the year before the lawn was 
sown there is bound to he a good 
deal of weed seed in the soil, and 
some of this will germinate after the 
lawn is sown.

Alberta Road Program 


—— 


The federal grant, mainly for 
highway construction purposes in 
Alberta, will amount to $350 O00, 
it was reported recently. Matched 
dollar for dollar by the province, 
this means a $700,000 program to be 
financed this year by the two govern- 
mente, 

Under the agreement, at least 5 
per cent of those engaged on the 
work must be relief recipients 

A draft of Alberta's projects has 
been sent to Oltawa by the provin- 
cial public works department for 
consideration, so that there can be a 
selection of those to be included on 
the current season's program. 

In the meantime. the provincial 
government has announced that it is 
starting work immediately on var- 
ous projects of its program. 

The intention is to hard surface 
he main highway stretch between 
Edmonton and Millet, on which 
considerable — recanstruction 
done last year, 

In the north there will be gravel- 
ling on the Peace River highway for 
a 22 mile stretch «around 
Slave Lake.
